“We have to get rid of the no- 
tion that God hoses his temper 
when we go wrong,” declared the 
Rev. Dr. Russell Henry Stafford, 
minister of Old South church in 
Bosyon, addressing the opening 
meeting of the Northfield General 
Conference in Russell Sage Chapel 
on Sunday morning.

embrace Jesus’ idea that God is the 
friend of men. 

“T have heard it said that if we 
take the threat out of religion we 
shall reduce its appeal and there 
will be fewer converts. St. John 
the Baptist threatened in God’s 
name. Jesus invited. It was Jesus 
who won men’s hearts and it is he 
who grows upon mankind throug’ 
the ages because his idea is wor- 
thy of God and man.”
